Friendly During Holidays

AUSTIN — Gov. Preston 
Smith continued his strong 
personal 
appeal 
to 
Texas 
motorists this week, urging 
them to drive friendly dur­ 
ing the coming holiday sea­ 
son to make this year one 
with fewer traffic fatalities 
than 1960. 
“The holiday season is a 
time of year when family re­ 
lationships and consideration 
for our fellow man are most 
meaningful," 
Gov. 
Smith 
said. "It is tragic to think 
of the heartbreak and sorrow 
which results from complete­ 
ly meaningless deaths on our 
streets and highways. 
“I sincerely hope the neg­ 
ligence of a few will not mar 
the 
holiday 
happiness 
of 
many,” 
the Governor said. 
The Governor pointed to a 
chart 
in his 
office 
which 
shows traffic fatalities this 
year are running slightly be­ 
low 
the number recorded 
last year. "We' have the op­ 
portunity to reduce the num­ 
ber o traffic deaths in Texas 
this year," Gov. Smith said. 
"But to d° so, Texas motor­ 
ists 
must heed tho 
safety 
admonitions which are being 
publicized through an all-out 
effort of newspaper, radio and 
television facilities 
in our 
S ta te ” 
He further expressed full 
.support of the Department 
of 
Public 
Safety’s 
"Oper­ 
ation Motorcide,” 
the law 
enforcement 
department’s 
effort to 
prevent highway 
violence. The DPS has esti­ 
mated 
87 persons will die’ 
on Texas streets and high­ 
ways during the two holi­ 
day weekends, but Is plan­ 
ning a massive drive to help 
keep the toll under Its own 
estimate. 
Hie Governor pointed out 
that his 
office 
of 
traffic 
safety 
has sponsored drives 
during each of the* dangerous 
holiday weekends during the 
year. He expressed the view 
that the statewide campaign 
wets paying dividends. "The 


expression ‘DRIVE FRIEND­ 
LY’ is taking on a realistic 
meaning 
for Texas motor­ 
ists," 
he 
said. 
‘DRIVE 
FRIENDLY" is the phrase 
the 
state’s 
traffic 
safety 
campaign has been using for 
the past year. 
"There Is ample evidence 
that ‘DRIVE FRIENDLY’ la 
becoming 
a state 
of mind 
among Texas motorists,” he 
said. "During Thanksgiving, 
slightly more than 30 fatali­ 
ties were recorded. Last year, 
58 were killed in traffic dur­ 
ing the same holiday week­ 
end. 
"In my view, 
this is con­ 
firmation that Texas drivers 
are more 
safety 
conscious 
than ever before,” the Gov­ 
ernor said. 
"We are fortunate in Tex­ 
as to have one o the world’s 
finest systems of streets and 
highways,” he added. "They 
provide a means for all cd us 
to travel during the holiday 
season to Join our loved ones 
and friends. This is especi­ 
ally 
important during this 
time of the year. 
"We want to continue to 
encourage Texans 
to take 
advantage of our fine road 
system. And we hope we can 
continue 
to 
make 
them 
safer.”

Modern man is apt to 
take holly for granted, al­ 
though it is much ad­ 
mired, and used, during 
the Christm as Season. Yet 
even before the coming of 
the Christchild, holly held 
a niche unique in the his­ 
tory of men’s relationship 
with plants. 
W ritings of the Greeks 
and Romans record the 
giving of holly branches 
and w reaths on happy oc­ 
casions. Wedding guests 
brought holly to the newly 
married couple as an ex­ 
pression 
of 
their 
good 
wishes, and boughs were 
frequently given as gifts 
to friends to signify good­ 
will. Its lustrous leaves 
and glossy berries enliv­ 
ened pagan revels through­ 
out Europe, most notably 
the notorious Roman fes­ 
tival of Saturnalia. 
Householders from the 
frozen North to the Medi­ 
terranean 
isles 
brought 
holly into their dwellings 
to p r o te c t th e m s e lv e s 
from 
evil spirits. They 
considered it a haven for 
friendly fairies of the for­ 
est during the winter’s 
cold, dark days. Branches 
were put in the barns, too, 
because its cheery bright­ 
ness was believed to make 
the cattle thrive despite 
the bleak weather. 
Persia’s 
followers 
of 
Zoroaster believed the hol­ 
ly tree casts no shadow. 
They made a tea of holly 
leaves for use in religious 
ceremonies. In Germany, 
holly was called Christ­ 
dom, for it was thought 


th at the crucifixion wreath 
was made of holly. In Eng­ 
land, he who trod on holly 
berries was cursed with 
bad luck, for the robin who 
loves these berries was 
said to have plucked the 
t h o r n s fro m 
C h r i s t ’s 
brow. This was how he got 
his red breast, according 
to ancient legend.

Brazil 
celebrates 
a summery 
Christmas 


As in many warm spots 
in the U.S. where palm 
trees wave and surfers 
play, in those Latin-Amer­ 
ican countries south of the 
equator, Christm as cele­ 
brants simulate the tradi­ 
tional wintry scene. Dur­ 
ing December it’s summer, 
and Santa most likely will 
have a temperature-con- 
trol undersuit beneath all 
that red velvet and ermine. 
In 
Colombia, 
govern­ 
ment authorities have pro­ 
hibited the chopping down 
of pine trees to help pre­ 
serve the nation’s forests. 
So, many Colombian fam ­ 
ilies will be using alumi­ 
num and plastic Christmas 
trees, even as their North 
American neighbors do. 
Christmas is more of a 
family affair and often 
quieter in Latin America 
than in the more devel­ 
oped, industrialized north­ 
ern 
countries, 
Families 
eat a large, intimate din­ 
ner. Gifts are exchanged, 
but on a somewhat small­ 
er scale. The more devout 
attend midnight mass. 
Customs in Latin Amer­ 
ica vary. 
Take the Christmas Eve 
dinner, for instance. In 
Argentina, where the Ital­ 
ian 
influence 
is strong, 
families are apt to dine on 
ravioli 
and 
chicken. 
In 
Mexico, shrimp and rice 
and other regional dishes 
are likely to be the favo­ 
rites, although turkey is 
becoming 
popular. 
In 
Lima, Peru, however, tu r­ 
key has caught on as a 
main dish 
(unless some 
Yanqui-go home sentiment 
prevails). It’s eaten with 
plenty of rice and salad, 
and afterw ards there is 
usually an assortm ent of 
candies. 
In Argentina, the big­ 
ger gifts are given on 
Christmas. On the day of 
the wise men, to ts find 
smaller goodies tucked in 
a shoe or under a pillow. 
In Panama, North Amer­ 
ican influence from the 
Canal Zone seems to have 
its Christmas efTect. Chil­ 
dren in tropical weather 
look to Christ and to Santa 
for their gifts, found un­ 
der the tree. 
Venezuela has its own 
variation 
of 
Christmas 
Eve — it’s celebrated the 
same way as New Year’s 
Eve, with a large meal and 
afterw ard family fiestas, 
•with dancing of national 
rhythms. New Year’s res­ 
olutions 
are 
made 
on 
Christmas Eve as well as 
on New Year’s Eve.

One of the most joyous elements of the Christmas 
season is the Evergreen tree. Yet it is a fact that they 
were first brought into homes at a time of fear. And 
primitive man thought that they harbored beneficent 
spirits. 
In the North, primitive man watched with mount­ 
ing terror the decline of the life-giving sun. Lengthen­ 
ing winter nights carried the threat of unending cold, 
darkness and hunger. Frozen fields held no promise of 
another harvest. Fruit trees stood bare, apparently 
lifeless, deserted by the spirits. 
Alone in the bitter cold and gloom, the evergreens 
stood as a document of faith in the revival of the sun 
god and the return of light and life to the frozen 
world. Living conifers in tubs were brought indoors 
to prop the householders’ courage and to shelter the 
sylvan spirits. These earliest trees of the winter sol­ 
stice ritual were not ornamented. They were a testa­ 
ment of life, not mere decoration. 
The frivolous elements in the social observance of 
the Christmas holidays came not from the North but 
from the Mediterranean countries. In Rome, the cele­ 
bration of the winter solstice was an imagined return 
to the simplicity and brotherly goodwill of the Golden 
Age. During the week of the Saturnalia which began 
on Dec. 17, all class distinctions and rules of decorum 
were suspended. No official business was transacted, 
children were released from school and truces were 
imposed on battlefields. Houses and public buildings 
were garlanded with flowers and evergreens. Gifts 
were exchanged, feasts were ram pant and masks and 
mummery roamed the cobbled streets.

One of the most-fav­ 
ored delicacies of the holi­ 
day season is the Fruit­ 
cake. 
Many a loving home­ 
maker will start months in 
advance and 
make 
the 
cake from an old family 
recipe, wrap it in a rum- or 
brandy-soaked cloth and 
store it until the Great 
Days come. 
Most of us envision a 
dark red-brown cake so 
filled with fruit and nuts 
that it can hardly be cut 
. . . so aromatic with spir­ 
its that we could stand 
over it all day and ‘drink 
in’ its redolence. 
However, the term “good 
fruitcake’’ has as many 
variations as the singers 
of its praises. 
Such discrepancies arise, 
says an expert in bakers’ 
matters, “because no one 
appears to have decided 
exactly what constitutes 
fruitcake.” Not even a su­ 
per-fussy Department of 
Agriculture of a certain 
state has attempted to de­ 
fine the delicacy. 
I f s not difficult to see 
why. Over the years, fruit­ 
cake has had as many reci­ 
pes as eaters. To the an­ 
cient Romans, according 
to a well-known cookbook, 
it was Satura, a mixture of 
a well known barley mash, 
dried raisins, pine kernels 
and 
pomegranate 
seeds 
“laced 
with 
condiments 
and honeyed wine.” 
To Elizabeth of Eng­ 
land it was spice cake, 
containing, according to a 
recipe of the time, “good 
ale barme . . . eight eggs 
with two yelkes . . . ani- 
seedes bruised . . . (and) a 
little rose water.” 
Most modern recipes ap­ 
pear to descend from the 
old 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch 
cake 
and 
British 
plum 
pudding cake. The latter 
was notable for its con­ 
siderable brandy content, 
an 
ingredient 
missing 
from 
many 
commercial 
products.

One of the m ost colorful 
celebrations of C hristm as 
in A m erica has been the 
rites 
conducted 
by 
the 
Taos Indians in New M ex­ 
ico. 
C om m em orative Indian 
dances 
originated 
long 
before 
Spanish 
priests 
b ro u g h t the Rom an C ath ­ 
olic religion to the isolated 
pueblos of New Mexico in 
th e 1600s. B ut w ith their 
conversion to Catholicism, 
the Indians blended the 
new and old, .and th e o ut­ 
grow th was the C hristm as 
dance. 
The practice of C h rist­ 
mas 
dances 
originated 
when 
Spanish 
explorers 
and priests asked the Indi­ 
ans to perform w hatever 


d a n c e s 
t h e y 
t h o u g h t 
would be appropriate for 
the religious holiday. 
C ustom arily, eith er the 
Deer dance or th e Ma- 
tachines 
dance 
is 
per­ 
form ed on C hristm as day. 
According to the Indi­ 
ans, th e Deer dance was 
chosen hundreds of years 
ago because the Indians 
th o u g h t the deer was one 
of th e anim als th a t m ight 
have been present when | 
C h rist was born.

M atachines

dance honoring the m o th ­ 
er of Christ. According to 
an Indian spokesm an, the 
dance was 
developed by 
the 
Indians 
from 
th eir 
interpretation of Spanish 
Catholic teachings about 
the Virgin M other. 
Religious 
events 
are 
plentiful in this predom ­ 
inantly Catholic state, al­ 
though many of the ser­ 
vices are no different (save 
for the setting, the adobe

V isitors now have to 
look long and hard to find 
any shepherds’ watch-fixes 
tw inkling on the hills to 
light the path of M ary and 
Joseph.

Also on C hristm as Eve, 
the Indians of Taos custo­ 
m arily stage a procession 
lined by bonfires and by 
lighted pine faggots a t­ 
tached to long poles.

In his diary 
he noted th a t from his 
hotel window' he could see 
the C hristm as • Eve cele­ 
bration in San Augustine 
was noisy and boisterous. 
The town only had about 
50 houses and 12 shops, 
but its citizens gathered 
into a band of serenaders 
who went about the small 
village beating on tin pans 
and being very boisterous.

The lesson of Man s first 
hesitating steps into space

men 
And 
from 
all 
accounts 
it runs something 
like this 


Man can learn to explore 
the universe, can achieve the 
ancient 
dream of breaking 


It is quite likely that the 
early Christians — perse­ 
cuted, driven underground 
—chose to celebrate Jesu s’ 
birthday during the Satur­ 
nalia so that the public fes­ 
tival would conceal their 
secret rites. 
It is not surprising that 
the gaiety and outward 
torni of the Saturnalia 
were incorporated into our 
Christm as customs. 
The date of Dec. 25 was 
expressly chosen by the 
early Christian leaders as 
a 
means 
of 
combating 
their chief competitor, the 
Mithraic religion. Dec. 25 
was the birthday of Mith­ 
ras, the Unconquered Sun, 
revered as creator of the 
world 
and 
upholder 
of 
truth and justice, whose 
followers 
underwent 
a 
ceremony of baptism to at­ 
tain eternal life. This high­ 
ly ethical and intellectual 
religion 
was 
especially 
favored by the influential 
upper classes — and was 
therefore deeply rooted in 
the life and customs of 
Rome. 
By the middle of the 
fourth centuryA.D.,it was 
evident that the populace 
was determined to have a 
festival at the time. In 353 
Pope Liberius, to honor 
Saturnus or M ithras, or 
just for the sake of having 
a rollicking good time, de­ 
cided to absorb observ­ 
ances by declaring Dec. 25 
the official 
birthday.

As the pagan Yule cele­ 
brations were replaced by 
the feast of Christmas, the 
festival season extended 
from Christmas Eve to 
the Feast of the Epiphany. 
This meant that the Yule 
log had plenty of time, big 
as it used to be, to flame 
and flicker before the last 
of it had smoldered to 
ashes. 
In the agricultural econ­ 
omy of the pre-Civil War 
South here in our own 
country, the Yule log was 
the means of procuring a 
true holiday for the field 
hands. 
There 
was 
on 
many 
plantations 
an 
accepted 
unwritten rule that the 
slaves would not have to 
work outdoors so long as 
the Yule log was alight. 
The workers would take 
advantage of this custom, 
and select the biggest and 
toughest gum tree trunk

Maybe some Jewish par­ 
ents enjoy the image of 
Santa as much as their 
children do. Said one mo­ 
ther, “The children believe 
in Santa to not h u rt my 
feelings. I sometimes try 
to save the big presents 
for (christmas day. They 
put some socks by the fire­ 
place, but they stay empty. 
Santa Claus belongs to all 
sects, the children don’t 
believe he’s a religious fig­ 
ure.” 
They go to synagogue 
and 
at 
Hanukkah 
the 
house is decorated with 
stars of David. The family 
eats potato pancakes, and 
the children get a present 
every night. But, every 
year, the children ask for 
Christmas lights outside 
the house. 
Behind all the Christian 
and Jewish symbols — the 
tree, the star of Bethle­ 
hem, 
the 
menorah, the 
star of David — is the ef­ 
fort by the parents to be 
sure their children under­ 
stand the basic differences. 


“We visited a friend 
who had a huge Christmas 
tree, and 
that widened 
their horizons,” 
says a 
Jewish mother. 
With all of the hoopla, 
the merrymaking, the fe­ 
verish 
shopping 
mania, 
the neighbors’ vying with 
each other to decorate the 
house, etc., etc., one won­ 
ders at how our non-Chris­ 
tian brothers react to the 
secular 
celebration 
of 
“Christm as.” 


they 
could 
find. 
They 
would sink it under water 
for weeks beforehand, to 
make it as slow-burning as 
possible. Sometimes one of 
these nearly fireproof logs 
would simmer away for 
several weeks. 


W hat do Jewish chil­ 
dren do when their neigh­ 
bors’ 
brightly 
colored 
Christm as lights come on, 
the trees are laden with 
baubles and the stockings 
are hung by the television 
set . . .? How do their pa­ 
rents answer 
questions 
about Santa Claus? 
Said one mother, whose 
Jewish family is one of 
about 30 in her neighbor­ 
hood, “There’s 
such an 
abundance of Christm as 
in school. I find that 50% 
of the class curriculum be­ 
tween Thanksgiving and 
Christmas is devoted to 
the holiday. The Jewish 
children begin to feel very 
lonesome and stand-outish 
around Christmas. So we 
counter with our Hanuk- 
_kah celebration.” 
“We try to emphasize 
the meaning of the holi­ 
day, the fight for freedom 
and relate it to modern 
history, I make latkes — 
we light the menorah, we 
have close friends over. 
We try to give our chil­ 
dren a feeling of unity, 
th at there are other Jews 
around, too — th at all of 
us have a part, together, 
in this holiday season.” 
Many would like to be­ 
lieve in Santa Claus, too. 
Some 
Jewish 
parents 
bridge the Santa Claus 
gap.

Augustine of Canterbury 
advised him to permit, and 
even to encourage, harm ­ 
less 
p o p u la r c u s t o m s 
which seemed non-pagan 
and natural, and could be 
given Christmas interpre­ 
tation.
